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Sir: 


In view of the following remarks, reconsideration of the rejections set forth in the Office 
Action of January 24, 2005 is respectfully requested. 

In response to a first Office Action dated April 2, 2004, the original claims were cancelled 
and replaced with new claims 1 5-34 in the Amendment filed July 2, 2004. In the outstanding final 
Office Action, the Examiner rejected all of the new claims as being anticipated by the Lenz reference 
(USP 6,029,196). In other words, the Examiner set forth the same grounds for rejection as initially 
set forth in the first Office Action. However, it appears that the Examiner is mis-applying the 
pending claims to the Lenz reference. Therefore, for the reasons discussed below, the Examiner's 
rejections are traversed, and it is respectfiiUy submitted that claims 1 5-34 are clearly patentable over 
the prior art of record. 

Independent claims 15, 21, 27, and 31 are presently pending in this application, and the 
following features are recited in each of the independent claims: 

(1) An instruction file is retrieved from a server by a communications terminal; 

(2) An application is executed according to instructions contained in the instruction file so 
as to generate data; and
